The report of the Irish Convention 
coming after Mr. George's proposal, 
adds no light to the situation, for 
while the majority report is in favor 
of home rule the Ulster section has 
issued a minority report, protesting 
against the findings of the majority. 
So things are little helped from that 
standpoint. 

To face the situation squarely and 
unflinchingly will call for all the cour¬ 
age Mr. Lloyd George possesses. He 
is a man who, having once made a 
decision upon o line of action, will not 
leave it until he had done all he can 
do to carry it through. Heretofore 
his career has been marked by .signal 
successes in face of overwhelming 
odds, and although today there are 
many who would gladly See him de¬ 
prived of the premiership, they are at 
a loss to suggest his successor. Great 
careers have been wrecked on the 
Irish question before, and speculation 
is rife as to whether Lloyd George 
and his government can weather the 
storm. He himself states that he 
stands or falls by the answer to his 
suggestion, and he is sufficiently sure 
of himself to believe that the answer 
will be in the affirmative. He has 
made the boldest stroke of his car¬ 
eer but the carrying through of it de¬ 
pends largely on the subdueing of the 
two sentimental forces in Ireland and 
the fusion of them 
whole. -

The order of General Haig 
in regard to no further retreatment 
seems to have come at a moment 
when resistance was to be offered, 
not for sentimental reasons, as so 
many have argued, but for strategic 
reasons.

P. B. Tustin, who was appointed to 
investigate the poultry .supply of the 
Davis company, Winnipeg, following 
the destruction of 8,600 pounds which 
had spoiled, in the incinerators there, 
has made a report to the food control¬ 
ler. His report is that the poultry 
had not been properly bled, that it 
had not been properly stored in pack¬ 
ing and that the insulation was im¬ 
perfect. The company have about 
60,000 pounds in storage and more of 
this will have to be destroyed. Mr. 
Tustin finds that this company has 
been charging more for- its poultry 
and fowl, the difference ranging from 
one to five cents a pound. 


The Canada Food Board has issued 
an order which is expected to elimi¬ 
nate the speculative element from 
the produce business by vegulating 
the quantity of produce that may be 
held in storage, and of requiring 
monthly reports of quantity on hand 
and of waste. Dealers are required 
to operate under lioease, which may 
be cancelled, and violations of regula¬ 
tions may be punished by fine and 
imprisonment.

INCUBATORS AND 
CHICKENS; HOW TO 
PRODUCE RESULTS 


The ordinary incubator consists of 
a cabinet, fitted with a drawer to hold 
eggs, heated by means of a lamp, 
which is controlled by a self-acting 
apparatus for regulating the tem¬ 
perature known as themostat. The 
machine is so constructed that while 
the eggs are in it they receive the 
moisture and ventilation essential to 
the development of the germ and em¬ 
bryo. A regular temperature is neces¬ 
sary for the eggs while in the machine 
but this id of little avail unless Ahe 
right heat is maintained, and the 
moisture and ventilation are all they 
should be. The best hatching tem¬ 
perature is around 103% degrees, the 
temperature of the room in which the 
machine is located being between 60 
and 70 degrees. 

The requisite heat is supplied by 
means of the lamp, the dry heat 
either by entering into the egg-cham¬ 
ber direct or warming a tank of wat¬ 
er, or waterpipes radiating around 
it, according to the design of the 
machine adopted. Whether the nec¬ 
essary heat is supplied by hot water 
or hot air, however, matters little so 
long as the thermostat acts effectu¬ 
ally. 

Thermostats, vary “hccording to the 
make of machine; but fhe principle 
by which they arc worked is the utili¬ 
zation of a voiatile fluid that boils— 
that is, expands—at a certain temp¬ 
erature. — 

A capsule containing this fluid is 
hermetically sealed and arranged with 


a rod resting on it, the damper is 
over the lamp. When the heat rises to 
about 104 degrees the capsule swells 
and pushes up the rod. This in turn 
lifts the lever and the damper rises 
and releases the superfluous hot air. 
If on the other hand there is not 
sufficient heat, the damper falls, and 
imprisoning the heat, raises the tem¬ 
perature. There are, of course, vari¬ 
ous modifications, but this is the 
principal in vogue, so far as the stan¬ 
dard types of machine are controlled. 

When purchasing an incubator the 
best plan is to ^select a machine that 
has a reputation for reliability, care¬ 
fully, avoiding the very cheap type, 
the manipulation of which can only 
result in failure. The prices vary, ac¬ 
cording to the number of eggs the 
machines are constructed to hold, and 
if an incubator is to be taken in 
hand seriously, a sixty of evena 
hundred egg machine is none too lar¬ 
ge. Anything on a smaller scale may 
suffice for experimental purposes, but 
is of very little practical value from 
a business standpoint. Full directions 
how to work the incubators are furn¬ 
ished by those who sell them, and 
these should be carefully studied. If 
the intending purchaser can personally 
interview the maker, and get him- to 
explain the working of the machine, 
so much the better. 

That an incubator is a good invest¬ 
ment for anyone who cares to take 
up the artificial incubation of chickens 
seriously goes without saying, as 
there is always a demand for chickens 


at prices profitable to the producer. 

This is a branch of the poultry in¬ 
dustry that disabled soldiers mi^ht 
well take up, as it entails very little 
trouble' beyond looking after the ma¬ 
chine and despatching the chickens toj 
their destination.
